A teacher has the s a m e 
right lo punish a pupil who mis­ 
behaves aa a parent or guardian 
baa, according to the school law.'* 
Davis quoted a portion of Section 
HIU of the school law aa follows: 
"Every teacher in the public schools 
of this Commonwealth shall have 
the right to exercise the same au­ 
thority aa to the conduct aud I**- 
bavlour over the pupils attending 
hla school during the time they are 
In attendance, including the time 
required In going to and from their 
home, aa the parents, guardian or 
persona In parental relation to such 
pupils may exercise over them." lie 
added that this law 
has oftimes 
been Interpreted to permit corimral 
punishment. 
The resolution was Introduced to 
the board by Robert Augenbliek. 
after the Incident occurred in a lo­ 
cal class-room. “The teacher merely 
tapped—and that was all 
tapped 
the pupil on the aide of the head 
With a book. And I opposed the 
resolution because I Intend to back 
up my teachers in such rases,” con­ 
tinued the supervising principal. 
Several directors are also said 
to have opposed the resolution call­ 
ing for an end of corporal punish­ 
ment. 
“Ruch resolution would Ive an un­ 
fair reflection on 
our 
teachers,” 
Davis added.

Safety On The Farm 


WOODSIDE. Jan. ga — An ad­ 
dress by Samuel L. Horst, some 
yeara ago supervisor of vocational 
agriculture In the schools of Bucks. 
Lehigh and Montgomery counties 
and now head of the safety division 
of the Department of Public In­ 
struction, regarding safety on the 
farm, was heard by SU members 
and guests st the meeting of Mid­ 
dletown Grange In the Makefield 
Community House, Wednesday eve­ 
ning. 
With the use of a large number 
o f photographs, Mr. Horst explain­ 
ed bow occidents on the farms are 
caused. 
Moat accidents, he said, 
are caused by the use of power ma­ 
chinery, but many of these, he said, 
can he avoided if the proper pre­ 
cautions are taken. 
Farm fires, 
said Mr. Horst, often result in large 
looses and death aud injury. These, 
too, he said. eau be avoids!. Care­ 
lessness. he said Is ofteu the cause 
of farm Gres. 
Ile commented upon the Impor­ 
tance of seeing that wiring is not 
defective, and explained that care 
should be used In discarding cigar 
and cigarette butts. Members were 
told by Mr. Horst that fanners 
should never attempt to oil ma­ 
chinery while it Is in operation. Fol­

■bowed a motion picture, “Carless- 
ness on the Farm.”
